Specify SIZE AND STYLE wanted. 

State CLEARLY just what letters are wanted. Do not separate by dashes, 
commas or other markings unless they are wanted. We will gladly furnish 
order blanks if desired. 

Use extreme care in MEASURING. Some styles are measured on the face, 
others on the back. Note manner of measuring in the description of each 
style. More errors occur through mistakes in measuring than in any other 
way. 

WHITE METAL is always furnished unless otherwise specified. 

If letters and figures are wanted DRILLED or with SPURS it should be so 
specified. 

If in doubt as to STYLE, enclose a sample with your order ; we will return it 
with your shipment. 

When REVERSED letters are wanted do not fail to specify.

A Few Suggestions as to the Uses of Pattern Letters and 
What Lettering Should Appear on Castings. 

First: Manufacturer's name and address should appear once in a prominent place 
on each complete machine. 

Second: Symbol number and size. 

Third: If you have a system for recording and storing patterns, identifying, etc., 
the index or location number should be on each casting used in the construction of the 
complete machine, each part having its individual location number. This is important 
for these reasons: — 

First: It serves as a complete identification of patterns and castings in all parts of 
the shop. 

A customer, in ordering repairs, may not know what mechanical name you call the 
broken or worn out part. He does know it is plainly marked in raised letters (for 
example, 10 B 7) and he orders accordingly. There is only one pattern and one kind of 
casting in the shop bearing that number. 

Second: Some shops order from the foundry by this number, instead of symbol 
number and size. 

Third : It locates the exact spot in Pattern Storage where pattern is kept. 

Fourth: It identifies castings in the machine shop. A good many castings may 
be similar, but the individual number tells what it is instantly. No high priced man 
looking them up and comparing them with the drawings.

Steel brads can be cast in the backs of white metal letters at 75c per 100 pieces^ 
brass letters with spurs cast on backs 75c per 100, with steel brads cast in the backs $1.50 
per 100 net. 

We can drill letters with two or more holes up to 2" size white metal 50c per 100 
letters, brass 75c per 100. Two inches and over white metal and brass $2.00 per 100 net. 

An additional charge of 10% is made for laying out large quantities of letters to con- 
form to paragraphs or names for tablets. 

Minimum charge invoiced 25c. 



We can polish brass or aluminum letters for 10% of net amount charged for flat 
faced styles, 25% for oval styles and 50% for sharp face styles.

DIRECTIONS 
FOR USE OF COMMON WING DOPE 



This material is commonly put up in tubes and sold as china cement or cold solder by 
all 10c Stores. 

Acid proof, Water proof and dries quickly. 

It will stick metal letters to wooden patterns or molds as well as metal letters to metal 
patterns or molds, and is easily and quickly removed with lacquer gun cleaner or with fair 
results with lacquer thinner. 

Apply thin coat to clean surface with ordinary brush and apply letters to this surface. 
Apply cement a few inches ahead of lettering work as it dries rapidly. 



COMMON LACQUER GUN CLEANER 

Use to remove metal letters from wooden or metal patterns or molds that have been 
attached with Wing Dope. Brush this solution over the letters to be removed and in a 
very few minutes the solution will have loosened the dope and letters are easily removed. 
When possible dip the letter surface in this solution for best results. 

After letters are removed, they may be washed in this cleaner so that no glue remains. 
Place letters in closed can well covered with solution and after a few minutes shake lightly 
and return solution to a separate receptacle for future use. This solution is not fresh 
but may be used to clean other letters. 

Sherwin Williams Paints sell these materials at a price of about $2.00 per gallon. 



BRASS 

Pattern Letters and Figures 

Made very smooth. May be soldered, riveted or sweat on iron or brass patterns. 
Made in all sizes and styles for Foundrymen and Pattern Makers to Letter or Number 
Patterns. Harder and more durable than White Metal. 



DIRECTIONS FOR SWEATING BRASS LETTERS TO 
IRON PATTERNS 

Sweating or soldering Brass Letters to Iron Patterns may be done by filing or 
scraping the space on the pattern clean and bright where the letters are to be placed. 
Make a copper solution as follows : 4 oz. clear water, 1 oz. Powdered Sulphate of Cop- 
per, 1 drachm of Nitric Acid. Apply this and a coating of copper will form. Then 
tin this space smoothly with a thin coating of solder with a soldering iron using strong 
muriatic acid, cut with zinc. [This can be found at any tin shop.] See that the 
backs of the letters are clean and bright, and tin them. Put acid on the space where 
tinned, and lay the letters on the tinned space where they are to be fastened. Use a 
soldering iron on the letters to melt the solder, or place pattern over a forge (or use a 
gasoline torch) to heat the pattern until the solder flows. An alcohol lamp and a 
blow pipe can be used if preferred. A helper can hold the letters in position while 
heating or shift them around while hot with a light wire. When cool the two sur- 
faces will be soldered firmly together. Remove all superfluous acid and solder. 

Or, solder the Brass Letters on a thin brass plate, the width of the letters to be 
applied. Then rabbet a groove into the pattern large enough to receive this plate. 
We furnish Brass Letters cast on plates for inserting in this manner. 

Another method is to rivet the Brass letters in place. We will drill them with No. 
55 drill when so ordered. Use No. 18 brass wire for rivets. 



DIRECTIONS FOR FASTENING WHITE METAL LETTERS 
TO WOOD OR IRON PATTERNS 

They may be fastened to wood patterns with a solution of gum shellac dissolved 
in alcohol which is not affected by moisture. A hot soldering iron resting on the face 
of a letter for an instant will heat it, causing the shellac to harden, holding the letter 
more firmly in place. We can drill letters, using as small a drill as No. 70 and can furnish 
fine steel wire brads for fastening; or we can cast wire brads in the back for attaching. 

We can supply fine steel brads, with small heads and extra sharp points which will 
drive through the letters and fasten them in place. Use a fine brad awl with very sharp 
point to start the brads when fastening letters having sharp faces.

These stamps are made to order with the name and address of the contractor, or any 
other data that he wishes to use. The size of the letters and length of the name or inscrip- 
tions determine the size of the plate necessary. It is much better to give us the data and 
the size of letters preferred, and we will quote a price depending on the size. Ordinarily a 
plate with the contractor's name and address in }4" letters would cost $3.00 net. The 
plates are made of white metal or aluminum fastened with screws to a %" thick block of 
wood. Many require a stamp with the date such as 1931. We can give you any combination 
you require. 



DEPRESSED LETTERS IN CONCRETE 

For making a depressed letter or figure in concrete we furnish a Reversed Sharp 
Gothic letter and figure which, when impressed into soft concrete makes a V shaped depres- 
sion. These letters and figures are furnished in a large number of sizes and made of white 
metal, brass or aluminum. While the white metal is cheaper, we recommend letters made 
from aluminum or brass, as they stand hard use better and last longer.
